A PROOFAiniATlON. . 
W hereas a treaty between the United 
States o f A m erica and her 
Majesty the 
Q u een o f the United Kingdom o f Great 
gritain and Ireland w as concluded and 
signed by their plenipotentiaries at W a s h ­ 
ington on the fifteenth, day o f June la jt, 
which treaty is word for word as follow s: 


T h e United States o f A m erica and her 
Majesty the Q ueen o f the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, deem ing it to 
bo desirable for tho future welfare o f both 
countries that the state o f doubt and un- 
certainty which lias hitherto prevailed res­ 
pecting tiio sovereignty and governm ent o f 
the Territory on tho northwest coast o f A - 
mcrica, lyin g westward of tho R ooky or 
Stony mountains, should bo finally term in­ 
ated by an am icable com promise o f the 
rights m utu ally as.scrtod by the two parlies 
over the said territory, liave respectively 
named plenipotentiaries to treat and agree 
concerning the terms o f such setilcm cn l— 
that is lo sa y : the President o f llie United 
States o f America iias, on his part, furnish­ 
ed with full powers Jam es B uchanan, So- 
crotary o f Slate o f the United Stales, and 
her 
Majesty, 
the 
Q ueen o f the 
United 
Kingdom o f Great Britain and Ireland has, 
on licr part, appointed llie riglit honorable 
Richard Pakcniiam, a m em ber o f her Ma- 
jcsty ’s most honorable privy council, and 
her M ajesty’s envoy extraordinary and m in­ 
ister plenipotentiary to the United States ; 
who, after liaving com m unicated to each 
other ilicir respective full powers, found in 
good anil due form, liaving agreed upon and 
concluded tlie follow ing articles : 


ARTICLE I. 


From the point on the forty-ninth paral­ 
lel o f north latitude, where the boundary 
laid down in e.xisting treaties and conven- 
tions between the Unllod States and G reat 
Britain terminates, the 
line o f boundary 
between the territories o f llie United States 
and those o f her Brltannio M ajesty shall bo 
continued westward along the said forty- 
nitilli parallel of north latitude to the mid­ 
dle o f the channel wliicli separates the con ­ 
tinent from V an couver’s Island; and thcnoo 
soutlierly tliiougli the middle o f the said 
cliannel. and o f Fiicn’s straits to the P a ­ 
cific O c e a n : 
P rovided, however, T h a t tho 
navigation of the wliolo o f the said ch a n ­ 
nel and straits south o f the forty-ninth pa- 
rallol 
o f north latitude remain free and 
open lo both parties. 


AIlTiCI.E It. 


From tho point at which the forty-ninih 
parallel o f north latitude shall be found to 
uiicrsect the great norlhorn branch o f the 
Columbia river, the navigation o f tho said 
branch shall be free and open lo the H u d ­ 
son Bay Company and lo all British .sub­ 
jects trading with the sam e, to the point 
where tlio said 
braiicli meets the 
m ain 
•Stream o f tho Uolumbia,"and theriee down 
the said main stream lo itie ocean, with free 
access iiiio and tlirougli the said river or 
rivers, it being iindorslood that all the usual 
portages along the line thus described sh all 
in like m anner be free and open. 
In n a ­ 
vigating the said river or rivers, British 
subjcet.s, with 
tlieir goods and produce, 
shall be treated on the same footing as citi­ 
zens o f the United States ; it being, h ow ­ 
ever, alway.s undor.stood that nothing in 
this article shall ho construed as prevent­ 
ing, or intended to prevent, tho governm ent 
of the United Slates from m aking an y re­ 
gulations 
ro.spccling the navigation o f the 
said rivor or rivers not inconsistent with the 
present treaty. 


ARTICLE III. 


In the future appropriation o f the terri- 
lory south o f tlic forty-ninth parallel o f 
north latitude, as provided in the first arti­ 
cle o f this treaty, the possessory rights o f 
tho Pludson B a y Company, and o f a llB r i- 
tkli subjects who m ay be already in the 
occupation o f land or other properly law- 
fu lly acquired within the said territory, 
shall be respected. 


ARTICLE IV. 


T h e I'arms, lands, and other properly o f 
every description belonging to the P u g e t’s 
Sound A gricultural Com pany on the north 
side of tlio Columb ia river, shall bo confirm­ 
ed to the said com pany. 
In case, however, 
ibe 
situation 
o f those farms and 
lands 
should be considered by llio United States 
to be o f public and political importance, 
and the United States government should 
signify a desire to obtain possession o f the 
whole, or o f an y part tlicroof, the property 
so required shall be transferred lo the said 
government, al a proper valuation, to be 
agreed tipon by tlie parties.

' 
1 . The Soil must be rich, loose and free 
from noxious weeds. 
Fresh land is the best; 
but cultivated fields will answ'cr, if they 
have the strength of soil. 
Tlio very best 
spot o f ground for turnips is an ohl cow' 
yard. 
I f the land is not rich it must he 
made so. 
2 . The preparation o f soil is an important' 
item. 
Deep plougliing is absolutely indis­ 
pensable, as well as frequent plougliing lic- 
fore sowing. 
It is a good sysimn lo break 
the land very early in the spring, and con­ 
tinue to plow it every two or three weeks 
till June or Jtilv. 
Ry ihis moans it «ill bo 
freed from weeds, and rendered strong and 
mellow.
